THE McGOWEN NOZZLES. 


{ADD 


These nozzles are the result of several years’ experimental work in the con- 
struction of a nozzle which would be free from the defects of those already on the 
market. In spraying an apple orchard it was soon found that one of the worst 
features of spraying nozzles is their liability to clog, unless the liquid thrown is 
more carefully strained than is practicable in field work. In addition to this, 
nozzles which throw a fine spray do not concentrate sufficiently upon a given 
point, but cover too much area, thus wasting much of the liquid. Nor is the 
spray thrown with sufficient force to reach all parts of trees of bearing size, or 
even smaller ones, unless the nozzle is fastened at the end of a pole, as is so com- 
monly done. If, however, the nozzle should clog while in this position all work 
must necessarily be suspended until the pole is lowered, the nozzle taken apart 
and cleaned, and again raised into the desired position. Professor Bailey has 
already emphasized this point in Cornell Experiment Station Bulletin No. X VIII. 
A spray cannot be thrown far if it is verv fine, for it is then carried off by the 
wind As commonly thrown to the tops of trees the drops are too large, and 
much material is wasted. Again, nozzles which are fairly well adapted to long 
distance work are of little use for small plants, and the reverse is also true. 
These are some of the difficulties with which the spraying world is obliged to 
contend, and there is no exageration in saying that fhe nozzles here described 
well save no end of time, patience and money to fruit growers who avail 
themselves of thery advantages. The Cornell Experiment Station has used 
these nozzles exclusively during the past two years, and it is largely due to the 
fact that the earlier forms were improved under the direction of the Station that 
the present perfection has been attained. These nozzles are the most practicable, 
most effictent, and the best constructed of any made. They are not cheap affairs 
made to sell, but are built for service and are of fine workmanship.
